Mies INlle Haostings, president of the
Men's and  Women's  Equal Suffrage
Lenga and Mra. Poaul MeConomy, an-
athirr wellsknown suffragist, arranged the
{enflets nnd pennnnta in the basket, with
the assistance of many other women
prominent fn the eause. The acronauts
have provisions cnough for two days, and
tiiey hope to equal, if not beat, some of
tie hnlloon recovds for Pennsylvania, al-
heady held by the soclety. The reeords
wore tiade in the halloon Philadelphia 11,
anil e IT060 feet for nititude, 387 milea
for distance and 12 hours. 31 minuates for

tinie.
